Nixon wanted 
as many hours as necessary to 
discuss the general theme of his 
campaign,, to set up at least a 
preliminary schedule of speaking 
dales and ,placcs and to assign 
his personnel to various responsi- 
bilities. 


Lodge was asked to attend the 


meeting to contribute his ideas 
and shape the role he will play 
later. Lodge ,is expected to be a 
noncombalant .politically for (he 
next month while he presents 
t'hc Eisenhower administration's 
views on disarmament to the 
United Nations. 


Leonard W. Hall, Nixon's gen- 


eral campaign manager, and Rob- 
ert H. Finch, the vice president's 
administrative assistant, headed 
the inner group of advisors sum- 
moned to the conference.
